RAMBLINGS 



Well, noise season is with us once again. Nothing like listening to the static generated by 
thunderstorms 24 hours a day, eh? At least the ground has thawed, so now's the time to get out 
into the yard and do any antenna maintenance you may have planned. I'm fortunate in that I live 
in a rural area and have five and a half acres - this means that I've managed to get some decent 
wires into the air - this also means I have to maintain the dang stuff once it finally is up! One 
task for this season is to take the pair of ancient Alpha-Delta Slopers down (they're ten years 
old) and junk them, put up a single replacement A-D Sloper and get another Stridsberg 8-port HF 
multicoupler to feed it into. I also plan on redoing the grounding system for the Sloper and 
adding one of those nice little ICE static/lightning protection units in the line. Of course, the real 
fun part is going to be when I try to dig a four to six foot deep hole to put the treated wooden 
anchor post into - the rock around here has very little soil in it. . .. New Hampshire is not a state 
for the Unmanly - just trying to dig a hole anywhere in the area quickly proves that! 

A few momhs ago I mentioned that Radio Shack were selling their little AM loop antenna for a 
princely $19.95. Well, it looks as if RS are disengaging from anything but conventional radio in 
a major way - they're holding a sale on a great many radio items (business band mobile 
transceivers, 10 meter rigs, business HTs, etc.) and you can now find die AM loop for $9.95. So I 
bought a spare. 

I've been playing radio of late - no, not that kind - S WL radio in general. I've picked up a couple 
of interesting devices recently. The first new toy is a WiNRADiO G303i - this is a PCI card that 
fits inside your PC that, along with your sound card, makes up a general coverage shortwave 
receiver. The card is really the RF stage(s) of a radio that output a 12kHz IF signal. This JJ? 
signal is then fed into your soundcard and the receiver control software does all kinds of good 
DSP tricks with it for your listening pleasure. Early days yet but the performance of the thing is 
pretty good (much better than the ICOM offerings for example) and the software for it is steadily 
improving. Think of it as being the Ten-Tec RX-320's (much) bigger brother. I've been getting 
really good results with it by adding a second sound card to the system for the '303i, then 
feeding the output of that card into the system sound card so that I can run various soundcard- 
based decoding programs using the audio from the '303i. It makes a very nice PC-HFDL 
decoding setup. 

The second toy I picked up on eBay, it's a Japan Radio Company product - the NRD-220. Looks 
as if someone's releasing a few of these onto the market. It's a maritime watch receiver that scans 
the one MF and 6 HF GMDSS distress frequencies. (GMDSS is a digital mode of transmission 
that's used to send mayday signals nowadays.) I figure that hooking that up to my GMDSS 
decoding gear and letting it run all day might produce some interesting catches over time. If 
you're interested in things like this, the '220 might be a useful acquisition for you. 

The fab marvy Mister George Zeller comments that some Pirates have been operating on odd 
frequencies of late and that, while there is nothing wrong with this, George says, it's a habit that 
has been proven in the past to severely limit a station's potential audience. So, before you decide 
to try that special broadcast on 8.976MHz, try letting at least a few trusted listeners know in 
advance...

Greetings dear readers ... yes, Random Transmissions is still being written as a column for the 
ACE newsletter. Unfortunately this month I'm going to tantalize you with the prospect of a 
planned forthcoming interview with Alan Maxwell & article on the inter-dimensional pirate 
station, KIPM. So please stay tuned - 1 think it will be worth the wait!

I discovered shortwave and pirate radio only recently in my radio listening career - in Y2K at the 
age of 40! Where was I in the golden 80's & 90's when so many fascinating stations took to the 
airwaves? Probably working too much & watching too much television. 



The seeds of pirate radio listening were planted in me many moons ago by - of all things - a 
commercial station! WSLE was an FM station based in Peterborough NH in the late 1 970's and 
early 1980's. They called themselves "The Folk Station" - "You're the folks and we're the 
station". Their signal reached about a 30 mile radius, vanishing and reappearing throughout rural 
southwest New Hampshire hills. Listening to WSLE always made my driving excursions 
intriguing! 



WSLE featured, among other things, local news, local artists, and promoted community events. 
During any given hour one could hear an unknown folk musician, Pink Floyd, solo classical 
guitar tunes and the Beatles. It was a commercial station where musically anything could happen, 
and was unlike anything I had ever heard on the radio dial here in Radio Free New Hampshire. It 
was the adventure of listening, of not knowing what to expect that draws me to pirate radio - 
radio without constraints and the boundaries are only limited by the operators' imaginations. 



Legend has it that the day WSLE was sold, and was about to convert to a pop/disco format, 
TT, a DJ & central protagonist for maintaining freeform programming at WSLE, placed 
"Stairway to Heaven" on the turntable, walked out of the studio and drove away, leaving the new 
owners to scramble to figure out what to do next The dead air that followed was a metaphor for 
the demise of community radio in New Hampshire.
